THE GROWERS’ DIFFICULTIES. 
a eee weet 
CRITICISM OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


On the question of flax seed, which is of 
to flax-growers ro Cu on", ~ 
country, our representative at Armagh has 
had an interview with Mr. D. P. W. Martin, 
the Secretary of the Fiax Mill Uwners’ 
Association, in the course of which interesting 
facts were elicited with regard to the supply 
oft fax seed in Ireland. 

. Martin stated chat the object of his 
Association is to promote the better cultiva- 
tion, handling, and marketing of flax. ' We 
were established in May, 1914, and since then 
have pursued an active campaign to attain a 
bigh position amongst the flax- growing cout 
tries of the world. Our membership has 
grown more than 1,200 per cent. since our 
hnt meeting. Our activities comprise the 
issue each week of a circular giving the 
prices of flax in all markets, and aiso articles 
treating on the cultivation of flax, and now 
we are issuing free as leaflets these urticles, so 
as to place the Irish farmer in the foremost 
ranks as a grower of flax. Formerly there 
was no accurate record of the prices obtained™ 
there were fewer markets, and prices quoted 
were in many cases altogether erroneous. 
When we published our circular, and higher 
prices were being given in certain districts, 
our members in the unfavourable localities 
pressed for the best prices, and I am pleased 
to say as a result that, over all Ulster, flax 
scarcely varies between one market and 


another.’ 

Asked as to whether any improvement 
bad taken place m the scutching, Mr. 
Martin said: “Without. doubt there 
was an improvement. When those millers 
who were getting lower prices asked to 
be put on a level with those who obtained the 
hig prices, they were told their scutching 
must be improved to entitle them to higher 
prices, and it has since been vastly improved."’ 

Replying to a question with regard 
to the supply of flax seed since the 
outbreak of the war, and whether it 
was sufficient, Mr. Martin emphatically said: 
“No, it is not. In August, 1914, the Depart

scenery is a Valuable asset to the kinema 
film ucer. Have we anything lacking on 
this latter score’ Speaking impartially, as a 
Munster man, I think it would be hard to 
find the equal of some of the beautiful 
Scenery around Dublin, to mention one 
locality only. We have all the raw material 
ready. to hand, therefore, for the starting of 
a new and promising industry. We do not 
require huge supplies of native coal and 
minerals for the venture, or the harnessing of 
the Shannon; but we do require a smal!
